The above amendment clarifies the temperature range of claim 25. 

With regard to the rejection under section 112, second paragraph, the 
compounds of claim 23 are definite and have adequate antecedent basis in claim 21 
since the carboxylic acids to be reacted are listed in line 3 of claim 23 and claim 23 
further limits the products metal salts of the reaction. 

The prior art rejections are withdrawn since the applied references fasil to teach 
or suggest the required oxygen saturation.
